Prisoners Mistreated, She 
Says — On Exchange 
Ship Whick Brought 
500 Americans Home. 


JERSEY CITY, N. J., June 30 
(AP).—Ruth Mitchell, sister of the 
late Brig. Gen. William E. (Billy) 
Mitchell, declared on her return 
from Nazi-dominated Europe today 
that the way te beat Germany was 
by bombing from airplanes. Gen. 
Mitchell believed so strongly ‘in 


the Yugoslav Chetnik guerrilla 


army in April, 1941 and later spent 
almost. a year in 12 different con- 
centration camps following her ar- 
rest by the German Gestapo. She 
was the first.of 949 passengers to 
disembark from the diplomatic ex- 
change liner Drottningholm when 
it arrived from Lisbon today. 

“Bombing by planes is the way 
to beat Germany,” she told inter- 
viewers., “They can't take it.” 

Chetniks Keep Nazis Busy. 

She said the Chitniks still were 
fighting “magnificently” in the 
mountains of Yugoslavia and “are 
keeping five divisions of Germans 
engaged.” 

The passengers included more 
than 500 American nationals ex- 
changed for Axis citizens. Also 
aboard were 42 Canadian and Latin 
American. nationals and a group of 
minor United States diplomatic of- 
ficials. 

Miss Mitchell, the wife of Stan- 
ley Knowles, a British subject, told 
of miserable months in German 
prigon camps during which. she 
said she and others were ill-treated. 
By contrast she said the Germans 
fell over backward to be nice dur- 
ing her last five days in Germany 
at the Spandau concentration camp 
near Berlin. . 

She said she was arrested by the 
Gestapo as she was bathing on a 
beach at the Adriatic resort port 
of Dubrovnik in September, 1941, |

DOOLITTLE GETS GUGGENHEIM 
MEDAL; NOT FOR TOKYO RAID 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP).— 
Brig. Gen. James H. Doolittle, for- 
merly of St. Louis, today was 
awarded the Daniel Guggenheim 
medal for notable achievement 
in the advancement of aeronautics, 
but the April bombing raid on 
Japanese cities, conceived and ex- 
ecuted’ under his command, was 
not a factor. 

Dr. J..C. Hunsaker, chairman of 
the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics, in making the 
presentation, pointed out Gen, Doo- 
little: had been nominated for the 
award before the Pacific flight 
and said it was not given “for 
any single exploit.” 

One of the achievements cited 
was Gen. Doolittle’s feat of being 
the first to fly blind in a com- 
pletely covered cockpit, guided 
only by instruments. This flight 
was accomplished Sept. 29, 1929,

Germans Report 14 Merchant Ships

BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), June 30 (AP).—A special 
announcement from Hitler’s head- 
Quarters said today that German 
submarines had sunk 14 merchant 
ships totaling 98,000 tons in two 
days in the Western Atlantic, the 
Caribbeah Sea and the Gulf of 
Mexico. Torpedo hits were reported 
to have damaged two other vessels.

LYNCHBURG, Va., June 30 
(AP). — T, Franklin Daniel, mem- 
ber of the Virginia House of Dele- 
gates, and T. Gibson Hobbs, Lynch- 
burg City Attorney, were shot and 
killed today in the same office 
building but on separate floors, 

Warren Myers, 51 years old, a 
salesman, was arrested in Daniel's 
locked office and was charged 
with murder. 

Hobbs was believed to have 
been shot first. He fell with three 
bullets in his back and died before 
he could be taken to a hospital. 
A few minutes later Daniel was 
killed in his office three floors 
above. 

A member of Hobbs’ law firm— 
Kemp, Hobbs and Davidson — 
said the attorneys defended an 
Illinois firm about a year ago in 
a large lawsuit filed by Myers. 
At that time Daniel was a mem- 
ber of the firm and was actively 
engaged in defending the suit. 
Hobbs was shot near the rear 
of the first floor hall of the build- 
ing. Police said Myers then ran 
up the stairs to the third floor 
where the law firm’s offices were. 
A. stenographer heard the shots 
and ran intorthe hall. 

She saw Myers and asked: 
“What's the matter, Warren?” 
Myers looked at her, she said, 
but made no reply and went back 
up the steps. She reported that 
she heard more shots and a cry 
for help. 

When officers reached the third 
floor they found Daniel lying at 
the door of his office. The door 
was closed and officers had _ to 
break in. They said Myers was 
seated at a desk and officers said 
he threw up his hands and begged: 
“Don’t kill me, please don’t kill 
me.”

The first families to move into 
a Government-fihanced slum clear- 
ance project in St. Louis will take 
up residence tomorrow in Clinton 
Peabody Terrace, $3,500,000 group 
of apartments being completed un- 
der sponsorship of the St. Lou 
Housing Authority. j 3 

Four buildings are being operat- 
ed, and 13 families are to move in 
tomorrow. They are not repre- 
sentatives of the low income group, 
for whom the project was intend- 


ed originally, but are employes of 


war industries plants in this area. 
The decision to allow war indus- 
tries workers to be housed in the 
project is an emergency measure 
to help solve the housing problem, 
and it was made at the suggestion 
of the Federal Government. The 
project is for white persons, 
Defense workers will pay a scale 
of rents approximately twice as 
high as had been intended for low 
income families. Those eligible to 
occupy the new project are .em- 
ployes of approved war plants who 
have families, a satisfactory credit 
rating, and an income of not more 
than $45 per week, 
Completed By Early Fall. 

Already 29 of the new units 
have been. assigned, and families 
are expected to move in as soon 
as they are completed. Two more 
buildings are expected to be 
opened July 10, two on July 15, 
and two on July 20. The rest are 
expected to be completed in early 
fall. There are 55 buildings in 
all, 53 of dwelling units, a commu- 
nity house and a central heating 
plant. 


The project covers 23.5 acres, or 
eight square blocks, and is bound- 
ed by Chouteau avenue on the 
north, Park avenue on the south, 
Fourteenth street on the east, and 
Grattan street on the west. The 
building vary from two to three 
stories, are constructed of. rein- 
forced concrete with red brick ex- 
teriors, and have concrete floors. 
The only wood is in doors and win- 
dow sills. Roofs are insulated. 


The units range in size from 
three-room flats (with living room, 
kitchen and bedroom), to six and a 
half-room house-type apartments 
with living room, dinette, kitchen 
and four bedrooms, Every unit has 
a bath, and heat, lights and gas are 
supplied. At. present tenants must 
provide their own refrigeration, 


Rents from $25.75 to $50.75. 
Rental prices are $25.75 to $50.75 
a month. They are arranged on the 
ability of the tenant to pay and on 
his needs, rather than on.a straight 
price depending on the size of the 
apartment.

sian positions, followed by tanks 
in waves of 50 to 75 each. 

Soviet ariglery, anti-tank bat- 
teries and sappers heaving hand 
grenades and bottles of gasoline 
met the advancing tanks and 
slowed them down while Red in- 
fantrymen closed the breaches 
torn by Hitler’s foot troops. 

By 9 a. m., on the first day of 
the German offensive, the battle- 
field was cluttered with the 
burned out and exploded wreckage 
of 53 German tanks, the newspaper 
account said. 

In savage hand-to-hand fighting 
3000 Germans were killed by Soviet 
troops defending two sectors, the 
official Tass agency reported. It 
credited a Soviet air unit with de- 
struction of 60 tanks and 25 Ger- 
man planes. 

Situation in Crimea. 

The battle of Sevastopol had ap- 
peared to be near a climax, for 
the Soviet Information Bureau an- 
nounced last night that, at a heavy 
cost, the Germans made fresh 
gains. 

A noon communique, however, 
reported that, after loss of more 
than 1500 men in attempts to 
breach the defenses, “the Hitlerites 
retreated into their initial posi-

Soviet riflemen were reported to 
have beaten off dozens of attacks 
by numerically superior forces, 
wiped out two regiments of Ger- 
man infantry and destroyed 11 
tanks.

Flyers Smash 42 Tanks. 

Russian flyers were reported to 
have destroyed or damaged 42 Nazi 
tanks and 250 trucks and silenced 
three artillery batteries Sunday. 

A series of attacks against 
Soviet positions on the muddy cen- 
tral front was declared officially 
to have been repelled and a com- 
munique said the Germans lost 
nearly 1500 men killed. 

A declaration of the German 
high command Sunday that three 
Russian armies had been de- 
stroyed and 30,000 Soviet soldiers 
captured on the Volkhov front in 
the north, between Lake Ilmen 
and Leningrad, was characterized 
in a special communique as “an- 
other lie.” 

The Soviet Information Bureau 
admitted that June battles in that 
area have cost the Red Army 
about 10,000 killed and 10,000 miss- 
ing but said, “according to incom- 
plete data, the Germans lost in 
killed alone no less than 30,000.”.

MOSCOW, June 30 (AP).—Great 
Britain and the Soviet Union 
have signed an agreement pro- 
viding for financing of@ British 


military supplies sent to Russia, 
the Moscow radio announced to- 
day. 

The. agreement was signed June 
27 in Moscow by the British Am- 
bassador, Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, 
and A. I. Mikoyan, Russian For- 
eign Trade Commissar. 

Under the pact, British military 
supplies will be délivered to the 
Soviet Union on a lease-lend basis. 
The agreement was made retro- 
active to June 22, 1941, the day the 
Germans invaded Russia. 

The agreement does not con- 
cern the financing of British de- 
liveries (of raw materials and 
equipment of a general character 
which was covered in a previous 
understanding signed Aug. 16, 1941, 
under which the British granted a 
credit of 40 million dollars to the 
Russian Government. When that 
amount neared exhaustion recent- 
ly the British granted an additional 
credit of 100 million dollars. 

Commenting on the signing of 
the various agreements, the Mos- 
cow radio said they created a “wide 
financial basis for military and 
economic aid from Great Britain 
to the Soviet Union.”

The 
clause provides a definite time 
within which an employe may 
withdraw from a union if he does 
not wish to become bound by mem- 
bership maintenance.) 

The panel finds that “notwith- 
standing pressure which has cer- 
tainly been brought to bear” about 
30 per cent of the employes of the 


four “little steel” companies have) 


refused to join the union, and that 
“there does not appear to be any 
immediate method of voluntarily 
inducing them to do so.” 
“Relatively few companies in the 
steel industry,” the report adds, 
"have a union shop, and if a cal- 
culation were made on the basis of 
the number of employes, the pat- 
tern of the industry must be de- 
scribed as definitely open shop.” 


Able to Meet Increase. 

As to the wage demand, -the 
panel is agreed that “all four com- 
panies are able to pay the request- 
ed wage increase of $1 a day.” 

(In this connection, it is to be 
noted that the War Labor Board 
held in the Chase Brass & Copper 
Co. case, decided in May, that an 
employer’s ability to pay does not 
of itself constitute a reason for 
“nullifying” the wage stabilization 
phase of the President’s cost of liv- 
ing program.) 

The $1 a day increase, it is esti- 
mated, would cost Bethlehem $23,- 
000,000; Republic, $16,500,000; 
Youngstown, $4,700,000, and Inland, 
$3,300,000. The 1942 earnings of 
these companies would then be, 
prior to Federal profit taxes, in 
round figures Bethlehem, 90 mil- 
lion dollars; Republic, 50 million; 
Youngstown, 30 million; Inland, 30 
million. 

“It will be noted,” the panel says, 
“that in each case the figure is 
substantially greater than any year 
in the 1931-1940 decade, and ig in 
the case of Bethlehem over six 
times, Republic, over 13 times, 
Youngstown over 20.times and In- 
land over three times the average 
annual earnings for the period.” 

The companies questioned wheth- 
er earnings before profit taxes 
were a proper criterion of ability 
to pay and argued that earnings 
after such taxes were a fairer and 
more practical guide, 

On this point the panel said: 
“Profit' taxes represent the Gov- 
ernment’s opinion of the extent to 
which the Government should 
share in the net profits, of busi- 
ness after all other expenses, in- 
cluding labor costs, have been de- 
ducted. To propose that wages 
should be affected by profit taxes 
is to propose that labor's return 
should be conditioned by the Gov- 
ernment’s impost on industry. The 
panel believes that this neither can 
nor should be the case.” 


Wages and Taxes. 

The panel said, moreover, that 
under the profit tax proposals of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, over 
88 per cent of the proposed wage 
advance would be offset by dimin- 
ished taxes, leaving only 11% per 
cent to be borne by the companies, 
while under the House Ways and 
Means Committee proposal the 
companies would have to absorb 
only 6 per cent of the increase. 

“The panel finds,” the report 
states, “that if a wage increase, 
otherwise proper, is withheld be- 
cause of its effect on governmental 
revenues, per se, such withholding 
would involve an unauthorized tax 
on workers.” 

In an exhaustive analysis of 
wages, at present rates, the panel 
found that although hourly earn- 
ings in steel for 1942 would be 
greater than hourly earnings in 
durable goods and in all manufac-

This, it was 
assumed, was the Eighth Army 
withdrawing. Considerable traffic 
poured out of Tobruk, as well, in- 
cluding much heavy and light ack- 
ack. 

“The reason for the ack-ack, we 
were told, was that, as Tobruk had 
enough supplies for three months, 
it was not intended this time to 
rely on the Navy for supplies and 
that, therefore, the defense of the 
port was of ‘secondary importance.’ 
We were also told that, if the gar- 
rison at Tobruk had to be evacu- 
ated, the road to the frontier would 
be opened by the terrific combined 
effort of the Royal Air Force and 
the British armored forces so that 
the garrison could withdraw, 


Traffic Ceases. 

“On June 16, the traffic had 
ceased and Tobruk, with 150 tanks 
was believed surrounded. 

“There were no air attacks either 
on that day or on June 19—which 
seemed ominous. On June 18, shells 
began to fall in the town. On June 
20, at 7 o'clock in the morning, 
Junkers-87s and 88s bombed the 
southeastern section of the Peri- 
meter for an hour. At 8 a. m. 
heavy artillery pounded the Peri- 
meter for an hour, some shells also 
falling in'the town. At 9 a. m. the 
artillery ‘ceased shelling and. be- 
tween 150 and 200 bombers began 
to bomb the area slightly west of 
the original attack. 

‘“The bombers’ appeared to have 
no fighter escort. Four Junkers-52s 
and two four-engined planes, which 
might have been Junkers-89s, came 
over, occasionally dropping a stick 
of ‘bombs on the town from a 
height of 8000 feet. These planes 
were unescorted. We supposed they 
were the general staff watching 
the battle. : a 

“Two Messerschmitt-110s were 
spotting: for the artillery. At 10 
o’clock the air bombing ceased and 
the artillery began again. ‘We 
could hear machine-gun fire. Be- 
tween 12:30 and 1:30 p. m., there 
was a lull. At 2 p. m., the battle 
was resumed and sounded much 
nearer. Apparently the enemy had 
moved their guns during the lunch 
interval. 


Sees Enemy Coming. 

“Our telephones were: now out 
of order. We could see some In- 
dians setting fire to trucks, but at 


Here is his story of the fall of 


5 p. m. we still had received no 
order to begin demolition. Then 
we saw an enemy column advanc- 
ing along the Derna road. At this 
time I was trying to get an ex- 
hausted man to the quay. I was 
having difficulties and seeing four 
men coming up the road beckoned 
them to hurry and come and help 
me. Whereupon they immediate- 
ly dropped to their knees and 
opened fire and I was amazed to 
see glinting bayonets and German 
helmets. Just than a German shell 
fell between us and the Germans 
on the road and set fire to some 
fuel and I escaped under cover of 
the smoke.” 

It was twilight, Tobruk had fall- 
en and the young officer ran to 
the ship which he was to take but

drawing away from the dock, He 
jumped into the sea and swam to- 
ward a motor scow. The scow 
received a direct hit from a shell 
so the officer swam toward .anoth- 
er one and was hauled aboard. he 
found some Indians having trouble 
handling it so he took over.

FLY SAYS FCC RULES AIM

WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP).— 
Having spent in 12 months more 
than the entire cost of the first 
World War, the Treasury closed 
books today on the costliest fiscal 


year in its history. 

It was a temporary record, 
though, because the budget for the 
new fiscal year beginning tomor- 
row is more than double that of 
the old year. 

Exact figures won’t be available 
for a few days, but preliminary 
tabulations showed that in the last 
year the Treasury spent 26 billion 
dollars for direct war purposes, 
plus enough more for otuer gov- 
ernmental activities (some of 
which were related to the war) to 
make an expenditures total of 
about $32,500,000,000. 

The war figure compared with an 
official computation that the direct 
cost of the first World War to the 
United States, from the time of its 
entry in 1917 until the peace treaty 
was ratified in 1921, was $25,729,- 
000,000. Pensions, adjusted com- 
pensation and other items since 
then would add many more billions 
to this figure. 

The previous one year spending 
record (for all purposes) was $18,-; 
522,895,000 in the 12 months which 
ended June 30, .1919—the last year 
of the first World War. t year’s 
total was more than twice as much 
as the $12,710,629,823 spent in the 
preceding year. 

Starting tomorrow, the year’s 
bill, as estimated by Budget Direc- 
tor Harold D. Smith, will be $73,- 
141,000,000, including 67 billion for 
direct war purposes. 

Although lagging nearly 20 bil- 
lion behind spending—a record 
deficit—taxes set a new high mark,

spent every other agency with a 
record of more than 12 billion dol- 
lars.

Loans to 
China, merchant shipbuilding and 
other war activities cost about two 
billion. 

Biggest of the so-called “non- 
war” costs was approximately $1,- 
250,000,000 to pay interest on the 
debt.

An all-white grand/jury indicted 
him, He was tried and sentenced 
to five years in prison. The State 
Supreme Court set aside the ‘con- 
viction because of exclusion of 
members of his race from the 


grand jury. 

Then a special alil-Negro grand 
jury indicted. him. At the trial 
he was sentenced to two years in 
prison and the State Supreme 
Court upheld the conviction.

Many a man and woman worries 
over heart disease when actually 
the organ is perfectly norma] and 


it is only the nerves that are play-. 


ing tricks with it. In another large 
group of cases the stabbing and 
aching pains that the patient thinks 
arise in his heart are not coming 
from that organ at all, but are 
really of a rheumatic nature, com- 
ing from the chest wall. 

Even when heart disease is pres- 
ent, it does not mean that death is 
near, I'saw a patient the other day 
aged 66 who had heard the diag- 
nosis of heart trouble pronounced 
on him over 20 years ago and while 
he certainly still had heart disease, 
it was not giving him any trouble. 

Naturally, heart disease is in- 
creasing because, everybody, if he 
lives long enough, will have some 
deviation from normal in the heart. 
The good doctor says over and 
over again to men and women over 
50, “If I were to find your heart 
in a boy of 20, I might be con- 
cerned about it, but in you it is 
normal.”

OF THE different signs and dan- 
ger signalg that suggest Ge com- 
ing of heart disease nothing is a 
more delicate indication of impair- 
ment in function than shortness of 
breath on going upstairs or walk- 
ing fast. is means a shortness 
of breath which is brought on. by 
an amount of walking or exercise 
which until a short time vefore 
did not cause distress. A second 
sign of heart weakness is pain be- 
hind the breast bone and in the 
pit of the stomach which usually 
comes on after exertion. 

The load on the circulation is 
about doubled during the digestion 
of a meal and therefore many cases 
of heart pain occur after meals 
and are put down to acute indi- 
gestion. 

A symptom that is erroneously 


’ thought to mean heart disease is 


palpitation*—the conciousness of a 
rapidly beating heart. Another 
symptom ig an extra beat of the 
heart interpolated every once in a 
while in the course of a normal 
rhythm. A person may feel this 
extra beat when he sits with his 
hands closed and the feeling that 
he has an irregular pulse- may 
make him very unhappy. 

Another symptom which is often 
put down to heart disease but 
which is not, is a form of air hun- 
ger: the feeling that one is not able 
to take a deep breath.

The immediate hullaballoo in 
San Francisco concerns the need 
for war preparation—welding, ra- 
dio, general mechanics, etc., both 
in summer schools and regular 
courses. Swarms of men and boys 
from 16 up were clamoring for 
such instruction in order both to 
serve their nation and to promote 
their own futures. And plenty of 
machinery could be had on ap- 
plication to the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


By the time it was through’ its 
echoes reverberated from Cape 
Cod to the Golden Gate and the 
whole American school system 
stood arraigned in words of one 
syllable. Today the San Francisco 
Board of Education is said to be 
getting into line with the war pro- 
gram. Well, maybe. But whether 
they do or not, the Metal Trades 
Council of San Francisco has start- 
ed a _ ilong-needed something. 
They've made the whole nation 
stop and ask whether our highly 
publicized school system is a treat 
and a treasure or an actual enemy 
alien, largely responsible for the 
growing delinquency of youth. 
There are thousands of remark- 
able schools in this country which 
are meeting every requirement, 
and this column has publicized 
them with pride. But how about 
the others? 
Take our country schools, for 
example. I am thinking of a par- 
ticularly impressive high school 
located in a town of approximately 
2800, whose buildings and equip- 
ment, representing an investment 
of some $500,000, could easily chal- 
lenge any educational outfit in 
America. It instructs between 400 
and 600 students annually, young- 
sters drawn almost exclusively 
from mining and ranching dis- 
tricts. Nine out of 10 of these 
youngsters will marry girls from 
their own territory and carry on 
their fathers’ and mothers’ jobs 

with cattle and ore.
